Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Jillions provided an overview of the applicant's invention and 
presented draft claim changes; however Mr. Curs did not find that the proposed changes overcame the previous 35 
USC 103(a) rejections. Mr. Curs explained the reasoning behind the combination of references and how he 
understood the combination to read on the claims, particulary claim 1. Mr. Curs explained that while claim 1 has the 
limitation of "a failure indication pattern generated in response to a failure occurring in the OTN" this limitation is read 
on by the ability of the combination to produce a failure indication pattern generated in response to a failure; the failure 
being in the OTN, or in the rest of the synchronous network, since the entire network (i.e. the OTN and the 
synchronous network external to the OTN) operates using SONET. Specifically, the SONET overhead in the 
combination is used for alarms and suppressing alarms in the OTN and the synchronous network. Ms. Jillions asked if 
narrowing the scope of claim 1 to differentiate an OTN-specific failure would overcome the previous rejection.. Mr. 
Curs indicated that further limiting claim 1 based on an OTN-specific failure would likely overcome the previous 103(a) 
rejection; however, agreement was not reached on specific wording to further limit claim 1 , and Mr. Curs thought that 
limiting the "failure indication detector" to be external to the OTN may be new matter based on a brief review of a 
related section of the specification that was highlighted by Ms. Jillions during the interview. Mr. Sedighian also 
indicated that a change in the scope of the claims would require a new search..
